AZALEAS 


The Azaleas are among the showiest and most colorful 
of all garden plants. They are becoming more popular every 
year and no planting should be without them if climate 
and other conditions permit. They are extremely florifer- 
ous and easy to grow, but as they are an acid soil loving 
plant, this condition must be provided for them. This can 
readily be done by the liberal use of peat moss in the soil 
and an occasional application of Aluminum Sulphate. 
Otherwise they appreciate a somewhat shady location, in a 
well drained soil with plenty of organic matter in it. Plenty 
of water during the hot summer months is desirable and 
a light shading in the winter time, if they are planted in 
a sunny spot, is essential. 


The Kurume types we offer have proven hardy as far 
North as New York City and along the coast as far as Cape 
Cod. With extra care and some pampering they will suc- 
ceed quite well in locations farther North and they are cer- 
tainly worth trying, because of their beauty and showiness.

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RHODODENDRONS 


Rhododendrons. one of our most spectacular native 
plants, are always a thing of beauty. They are acid soil 
loving plants and as is the case with most shade loving 
broadleaf evergreens, they grow best in areas where they 
will get some protection. Windswept locations should be 
avoided. They like a well-drained soil that is rich in organic 
matter. Neutral and alkaline soil should be improved with 
peatmoss and by the use of Aluminum sulphate. They will 
grow best in semi-shady locations and should be particularly 
protected from the extreme, hot mid-day sun during the 
summer months. They will appreciate copious waterings 
in dry weather. 


HARDY HYBRID RHODODENDRONS 


The hybrid seedlings we offer here are grown from 
carefully selected seed, handpicked from one of the finest 
lots of red plants growing in New England. We cannot 
guarantee the colors of these seedlings, of course, but our 
strain has consistently produced a large percentage of good 
reds and pinks. We pride ourselves in the belief that no 
better strain of Hybrid Seedlings can be grown. 


FORTUNEI HYBRID RHODODENDRONS 


We have grown seedlings of these Fortunei Hybrids for 
a number of years and year after year they have produced 
some of the finest pinks and near whites imaginable. They 
have proven absolutely hardy here on Cape Cod and in ad- 
dition to producing larger flowers than the so-called Hardy 
Hybrids, they are often very fragrant.

Cultural Directions for Rhododendrons 
and Azaleas 


These plants are acid-soil loving plants and success or 
failure with them will in a great measure depend on the 
preparation of the soil before planting. Plenty of peat moss 
should be incorporated into the soil before planting, even 
at the rate of two parts peat moss and one part of soil. Good 
well rotted cow manure mixed in at planting time is one of 
the best fertilizers, but if that is hard to get, a good all 
around Acid Plant Fertilizer is satisfactory. While the plants 
are young, keep them lightly shaded, both summer and win- 
ter. When they grow older, they will stand full sun, as long 
as they can be protected from severe winds. Water copious- 
ly during the hot months. Never let them dry out.

Cultural Directions for Hollies 


Hollies will thrive best if given a slightly shaded place, 
where they are protected from severe winds. They respond 
to good feeding and will repay for your trouble by greener 
foliage and brighter berries. Any good commercial ferti- 
lizer is satisfactory, though we ourselves like to use an all 
around Acid Plant Fertilizer. Plenty of water during the 
growing season is also recommended. If in somewhat ex- 
posed places, some boughs placed around the trees for shade 
during the winter months are highly beneficial. As they 
grow older, these practises can gradually be eliminated, as 
older trees usually will withstand the winter much better 
than young ones. We also recommend that you incorporate 
plenty of peat moss in the soil at planting time and keep 
the plants well mulched with peat moss.

It is easy to have your own Merry Christmas trees! 
Grow your own Christmas decorations by planting some 
American Holly Trees in your yard now. These year-round 
evergreen trees are covered with the crinkly foliage every- 
one loves so well plus the bright red berries for Christmas 
cheer. 


THEY ARE ALWAYS BEAUTIFUL 
In general Hollies grow in a broadly pyramidal shape, 
increasing in beauty year after year. There is nothing more 
glorious than a snow-covered Holly Tree, its lustrous green 
foliage and brilliant red berries radiating cheer in the win- 
ter landscape. 


THEY ARE EASY TO GROW 

Holly trees stand intensive pruning and can be shaped 
into handsome lawn specimens as well as into hedges of 
outstanding beauty. They can eventually reach a height 
of 20 to 25 feet, but can be easily kept in bound by yearly 
pruning. Perfectly hardy and being native from Cape Cod 
southward, perfect plants are known to thrive much farther 
North and West than their native habitat. They will thrive 
in either full sun or partial shade. They like an acid soil 
with plenty of humus, one that holds water well. Mulching 
with peatmoss is very beneficial. 

MALE AND FEMALE 

Berries are only born on the female plants and it is 
therefor necessary to have at least one male plant with 
each group to insure fruiting.

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English Holly 


The English Holly with darker and much shinier foliage 
than the American type, is not quite as hardy as our native 
one and should only be planted in places where it will have 
a chance to winter. We find it quite satisfactory in sheltered 
places here on Cape Cod and it does well on Long Island 
and from New York City southward. 


Here again we offer young potgrown plants. We have 
just male and female plants, so specify what you want 
when you order. They are $2.50 each, Postpaid. We recom- 
mend that you order in lots of three, one male and two 
female plants. 


The only named variety we offer at this time is the 
variety J. C. Van Tol, a broadly pyramidal growing tree, 
with very dark green shiny foliage and an abundance of 
beautiful, large red berries. Plants of this outstanding 
female variety $3.00 each, postpaid. 


Japanese Holly 


The Japanese Hollies are of an entirely different type 
than the preceding two species. They are small-leaved and 
bear black berries. The two varieties offered here are of 
a spreading rather than an upright habit. They are some 
of the finest plants for foundation plantings and low hedges 
and we recommend them highly. 


We offer two varieties, both of which will be supplied 
in plants about 6 to 12 inches high and from 3-inch plant 
bands. $1.50 each; 3 for $4.00, postpaid. 

Ilex crenata convexa, a variety with small convex-shaped 
and very shiny leaves. Black berries.

Two Splendid Groundcovers 


Bearberry. Arctostaphyllos Uva-Ursi. Also called “Wild 
Cranberry”. One of the finest evergreen groundcovers 
for either sun or shade. The foliage is a beautiful shiny 
dark green and turns into a bronze-green during the 
winter. It is very prostrate with pink and white flowers 
in June, followed by bright red, cranberry like berries 
in July-September. Requires an acid soil.

Trailing Arbutus or Mayflower. This plant, botanically 
known as Epigaea repens, is one of our finest evergreen 
natives. It is the State Flower of Massachusetts. White 
to rose colored flowers open in very early Spring with 
a rich, spicy fragrance. The evergreen leaves make a 
fine groundcover. It prefers a moist, well-drained lo- 
cation in acid soil.

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FLOWERING SHRUBS 


Blue Hydrangea. A plant of outstanding beauty with im- 
mense flower heads, often a foot across, during late July 
and August. Where temperatures go below zero, they 
need protection the same as roses, by mounding up 10 
to 12 inches of soil around the plant just before freezing 
weather starts in.

Blue Spiraea. Caryopteris Blue Mist. A not too well known, 
but lovely little shrub of low growing habit and covered 
with numerous clusters of powder blue, fringed flowers 
from August till frost. The foliage is slightly toothed 
and silvery green in color.

It is just as attractive and showy in the 
Fall, with its deep red foliage and scarlet berries. Pre- 
fers an acid soil.

Scotch Heather. Calluna vulgaris. This low growing ever- 
green seldom exceeds two feet in height and is valuable 
as a groundcover in very sunny locations and poor soil. 
Occasional shearing helps to keep it compact. Pink 
flowers in late summer and early Autumn. 


Mountain Laurel. Kalmia latifolia. In May and early June 
this gorgeous native evergreen shrub presents a beau- 
tiful spectacle, with its white or blush-pink clustered 
flowers. 

Japanese Andromeda. Pieris japonica. An upright growing 
evergreen shrub, with showy white flowers in late 
April or early May. Thick shiny leaves, turning bronze 
in winter.
